NOTICE OF REMOVAL OF A CIVIL ACTION 

Defendant, Alvin Steward, respectfully notify the Court as follows: 

1 . Alvin Steward, a Supreme Court police officer, has been named as a defendant 
in a suit now pending in the Superior Court of the District of Columbia, John Watkins v. Alvin 
Steward. 

2. The complaint was filed on or around July 24, 2006, in the Superior Court of the 
District of Columbia, Civil Division. On October 25, 2006, the United States Attorney's 
Office for the District of Columbia first became aware of the Complaint and that Office has 
never been properly served. In the complaint, plaintiff alleges that while operating a motor 
vehicle in the intersection of North Capitol and M Streets, N.W., he was struck by a vehicle 
operated by defendant. See, e^. Exhibit A, Complaint at 1-2. Plaintiff seeks monetary 
damages. Id At the time, defendant was acting within the scope of his federal employment. 

3. This notice of removal is brought pursuant to 28 U.S.C. §§ 1441, 1442(a), and 
1446 on the grounds that the plaintiffs action against defendant at the time he was acting 
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within the scope of his duties as a Supreme Court police officer is one in which the district 
court has original jurisdiction. See also. 28 U.S.C. § 2679. 

WHEREFORE, this action now pending in the Superior Court of the District of 
Columbia, Civil Division, is properly removed to this Court pursuant to 28 U.S.C. §§ 1442(a) 
and 1446.
